Some of the largest city papers are 


attempting to create an alarm by pro- 
licting a money panic in the iinnae- 
liate future, and iu proof of the 
n-obabilitiea point to the increasing 
lumber of business failures, and to 
he large falling oft" in the volume of 
,raffic as indicated by the reduced 
clearances 
between 
banks at the 


principal centers. 


We are inclined to the belief that 


these editors in tho large cities are 
;oo much under the influence of the 
Brokers and dealers in grain and 
Stocks. Dealings in the latter have 
inost'wonderfully fallen off of late, 
and it is mainly these losses which 
make the largest showing in tho 
bank reports of tho larga cities. 
There are shown to be at least ono 
hundred millions of dollars less pas , 
ing between the banks of Now York 
city than at tho period correspond- 
ing in January of last year, and this 
reduction is mostly owing to the, fall- 
ing off in the dealings of the stock 
gamblers. This loss is a public gain 
and is a symptom of returning 
health. 
We cannot always be oa 


the up grade of railroad prosperity. 
and we are now seeing a lull iu the 
excitement of railroad building, and 
the construction of new roads must 
call a halt to wait for the country to 
develop and catch up with t.be rail- 
road systems, and this is about all 
there is in the railroad racket. 


The failures of business men are 


owing mainly to the rapid expansion 
of credit which has been going on 
for the past three years, and which 
has been gradually filling tho chan- 
nels of trade with men of.no capital. 
As a matter of course, many of these 
weak dealers have made blunders in 
management or have lived too ex- 
travagantly, and some of them must 
fail. "Added to these there may be 
older merchants who have been un- 
fortunate, and whose failures go to 
swell the list. 


But we insist that all the. legiti- 


mate business interests of the nation 
are on » healthy basis. 
Fanning is 


profitable everywhere, south as well 
as north, and the farmers arc buying 
immensely from the merchants and 
manufacturers. 
The latter aro en- 


larging their factories on a scale 
never before known, and new maim- 
fact-jries are rapidly being construct- 
ed, south as well as north, everybody 


but, 
the stock gamblers being con 


vinced that business is on a sound 
and healthy foundation. 


\Ve believe that before we cuu bo 


dangerously threatened with a money 
panic, wo shall t;eo a period of de- 
mand for money at a high rate of in- 
terest, and that when our business 
men shall have been payiugthis high 
interest for a time; when our farmers 
shall have been compelled to take 
low prices for small crops, and when 
thero may have been some bad man- 
agement of the currency, thero will 
bo a possibility of such a shock to 
the business interests of the nation 
that we may be nil in common dan- 
ger. 


As tho currency stands at present, 


and as business now looks, wo do not. 
believe there is any serious trouble 
to be apprehended by those who aro 
free from heavy debts; these who are 
doing business on sound business 
principles; those who are not loaded 
down with unprofitable mining stock 
or other non-paying property, or 
those who resist all temptations to 
bet against th" prices of grain or 
stocks. 
Tillies are i^ood for all who

Evidence for tbe People—Judge Smith's

Hi re followed a professional description 
oC the operation, terminating in tho al- 
leged discovery ,of criminal treatment of 
the deceased by some one, and that an 
instrument was used. The examinntion 
in chief wan mado by Mr. Johns end the 
cross-examination, which was unfinished 
Saturday evening, by Mr. Buckingham.
